Subject: Request for Comment - Federal W i t  Union Bylaws 

Dear Ms, Rupp: 

We have reviewed the subject, and reqwctfidly offer our comments for NCUA 
considedon. With the ex+on of the issues wted hexein, we support the revisions as 
proposed, 

Section 3, Article IV increase8 t h ~  maximum number of signatures requid-* 
call a special m d g  h m  500 to 750 signatures. ' .NCUA, recognizing that expensive 
special meetings can currently be called by a d 1  permitage of membem, propom this 
change to help assure that only issues that are of htere# to a large group of members are 
the subject of special meetings. Raising the ~~ as proposed would serve to make 
proms towards tha objective in the case of d e r  d i t  unions; however, in the case 
of Security Senrice FCU with over 550,000 members, the proposed bylaw revision 
increases the percentage of member sigmhm mceswy to call a special meeting h m  
.WA to only .14% of mem& hardly indidve of a large group of members. Given the 
foregoing discussion, we resptfidly suggest that NCUA consider verbiage similar to: 
'750 sigmtms or -5% of eligible members, whichever is $reatw."

Regarding Article V, we have M a r  comments ~~ the m h u m  number 
of signamus required for patition nominations for dimtor positions. 750 maximum 
required sigmtms may represent a large group of members in d e r  credit d o n s ,  but 
not in larger credit unions. We r q e d d l y  suggest consideration of verbiage similar to: 
"750 signatures or ,S% of eligible members, whichem is greater." 

We continue to respctfully oppose ArticIe V, Option A4 that requim credit 
unions to mail p a p  ballots to members when conducting an election by electronic 
means, as the proposed provision defeats potential ecamxnic efficiencies offered by the 
electronic process. At Ieast two clear options exist to assure that all members have 
sufEdent opportunity to vote via the v&g medium of their choice, hcludii: 



permission-had electronic voting, whm members indicate their prefkmce for 
an electronic ballot, making the mailing of a paper ballot memsq; or 
a prows where paper ballots are made available upon r q w ~
